Augusti Says He Will Surrender. 


LONDON, Aug. 2.— A despatch to the 


Daily News from Hong Kong, dated 
August l&t, says the insurgents have 
been bombarding Manila from 
four 


guns on the south side of the city. Ad- 
miral Dewey has received a communica- 
tion from Captain General Augusti, 
stating that he is willing to sin-reader to 
the American forces when he.can do so 
honorably. It is understood that he 
will not consider the insurgents in the 
matter of surrender. Admiral Dewey 
expects to take the city without the loss 
of a man. It is believed that Captain 
General Angnsti has asked to be al- 
lowed to march out of Manila with the 
honors of war, his troops guaranteed 
against the attack of tbe insurgents, the 
men to be paroled and returned to 
Spain, and the native volunteers and 
t'jeir families be guaranteed safety of 
person and property. 


More Troops For Manila. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1.—It ia official- 


ly stated here today that uaother fleet 
of transports will sail for Honolulu 
with troops on Thursday. 
Steamers 


Lakeheme and Naaon will transport, 
the former the engineer corps aud the 
latter tbe First regiment of New York 
volunteers. The Tacoma, towed by the 
Iroquois, will leave for Manila on 
Thursday. The Arizona will sail the 
last of tbe week and the Scandia about 
a week from Thursday, loaded with 
troops and supplies for the reinforce- 
ment of General Merritt and Admiral 
Uewey in the Philippines. Tbis expe- 
dition is the fourth that has left San 
Francisco and is commanded by Briga- 
dier General Henry.

Barely fcO.000,000 in 
Cuban bonds, chiefly 6 per cents., are 
held by foreigners, mostly French and 
Germans. The rest are held by Span- 
lards and the Bank of Spain.
